— A 
new- effort to solve the mystery m ur­ 
der of Dr. Leonard Siever, roman­ 
tic dentist and friend of several 
young Pasadena society women, was 
launched Friday after a convicted 
murderess named her slain husband 
as the killer. 
On the strength of the story, pros­ 
ecutors questioned a brunette widow 
whose affections, according to the 
new information, provided the mo­ 
tive for Siever’i slaying. 
Mrs. Nellie Madison, former Mon­ 
tana cowgirl now awaiting execu­ 
tion for the murder of her husband, 
Erie Madison, was the informant.

Prosecutors said the brunette, sec­ 
retary to a prominent Los Angeles I 
business man. admitted under quiz­ 
zing that she had known Madison, 
a motion picture studio auditor.

Farmers Must Show Fresh 
Carcass to State Anent 
Before Collecting. 


The bureau of animal Industry, 
Pennsylvania department of agri­ 
culture, has issued the following 
warning to all owners of livestock 
and poultry: 
“The commonwealth is putting 
forth every effort to stop tho rav­ 
ishes of livestock and poultry by 
uncontrolled dogs, and to see that 
all persons who can prove such 
lasses are properly paid. 
“Many times state enforcement 
agents are called to premises for 
the purpose of investigating and 
appraising where claim is entered 
for an alleged loss, and find that 
the carcasses, particularly of sheep, 
are so decomposed that it is impos­ 
sible to examine them for the pur­ 
pose of arriving at the value or to 
determine that dogs were actually 
responsible for their death. 
U rge C ooperation 
“Livestock 
and poultry owners 
have a responsibility, and are ex­ 
pected to keep in close contact with 
their flocks so that should dogs at­ 
tack their flock, the state agent can 
be immediately notified. He can 
then easily examine the carcasses 
as well as gather other necessary 
information or evidence to sustain 
a claim. 
If livestock or poultry owners 
neglect to keep in close contact 
with their flocks and then some day 
find badly decomposed carcasses, 
they should not expect other than 
a refusal of their claim. The com­ 
monwealth wishes to pay for all 
damages to livestock or poultry by- 
dogs, but the owners are responsi­ 
ble in producing, for examination 
by the state agents, the fresh carcass 
of any livestock or poultry claimed 
as having been killed by dogs. 
“Agents are available in all sec­ 
tions of the state and can be readily 
reached direct: if not known their 
names and addresses can be pro­ 
cured through the county farm 
agent or the county treasurer.”
